Mayor Folsom Asks Commission For Help In Trash Dump Situation 


The Coffee County Com 
mission met in regular session 
on Tuesday, Nov. 23 and 
heard an appeal from Elba 
Mayor Bob Folsom for help 
in” dumping the City’s trash 

Folsom told the Commission 
that state authorities had order 
ed the present dump closed, 
and the fine for continuing to 
use ‘the dump would be $10,000 
a ‘day ‘and/or 10 years in 
prison, The new Elba Mayor 
asked the Commission for per 
mission to deposit the City’s 
trash at the landfill in New 
Brockton, Folsom explained 
that the trash would consist of 
leaves, tree limbs, etc., and 
would not include large items 
such as washers, driers and 
refrigerators. 

Engineer Bernard Richburg, 
who is in charge of the land 
fill, said, ‘‘If we let Eiba dump 
their trash other people will 
want to dump theirs. We'll 
ruh out of room if we let 
other towns use the dump.”’ 

Folsom seemed prepared 
for Richburg's refusal, and 
asked, ‘“‘If we (Elba) get per 
mission to dig a ditch 1/2 mile 


mile long will the County dig 
it? Can the City buy a bull- 
dozer from the county to 
cover the trash?" 

Richburg offered an altern- 
ative by saying, ‘‘We need to 
build a dumping site in both 
the Elba and Enterprise dis- 
tricts. However, we don't need 
to combine trash with the gar- 
bage landfill 

Folsom nexted asked, ‘‘What 
would the commission consider 
as a fee to dig our ditch?" 

Comm, Bennie Beckham 
echoed Richburg by saying, ‘I'd 
like to see the County maintain 
2 dump sites.’ 

Probate Judge James 
Sawyer said, ‘It’s obvious that 
Elva needs some help now, and 
1 don't feel we should give 
Mayor Folsom a fee today for 
our help,”’ 

Comm, Albert Dyess ex 
pressed his views that ‘I'd 
like to see the Commission 
help Elba solve theirproblem,’’

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Charles Hayes Ill Seeks New Farming Ideas 


Charles Hayes III doesn’t 
claim to know everything there 
is about farming. He’s always 
seeking new ideas and studying. 
And Coffee County Agent J. R. 
Speed says this is a must in 
farming today. 

In looking back, Hayes of 
Elba recalls that in early 1°76, 
he took a hard look at his op- 
eration--51 acres of peanuts, 
60 acres of corn and 40 brood 
cows. 

He even went as far as to 
make a list of each crop, po- 
tential income from each, pro- 
duction costs’ for each, etc. 
Then he began to look at some 
of the practices he needed to 
emphasize--crop rotation, ne- 
matode control, weed control, 
etc. But when he thought of 
things that could limit his op- 
eration in 1976, the lack of 
moisture was at the head of all 
lists. 

‘I could have some control 
over most production factors,’ 
he said, ‘but not on the amount 
of rainfall unless I went to 
irrigation. 

‘I guess I began to let my 
thoughts wander,’ he continued. 
‘I could invest, for example, 
$300 in each of those acres of 
peanuts and a dry spell in 
summer could just about wipe 
me out financially. It was really 
frightening when | thought about 
it.’ 

So, he decided to install 
an irrigation rig. 

Now that he looks back and 
thinks of the summer of 1976-- 
the driest in many years--he 
almost shivers when he thinks 
what could have happened to his 
crop. Many of his fellow pro- 
ducers in Coffee County and 
throughout the Wiregrass sec- 
tion of Alabama could only sal- 
vage part of their peanut crop. 
Some got as few as 800 pounds 
of peanuts per acre and that 
doesn’t even begin to repay 
production cost. 

‘That time I spent during 
the winter of 1976 evaluating~ 
my operation was some of the 
most valuable time I invested 
in my operation that year,’ 
he said. ‘And I’mgladIdecided 
to put up $20,000 inanirrigation 
rig.’ e admits that he was 
able to sleep better during the 
hot dry summer. He said, ‘It 
would have been hard to sleep 
knowing I had all that money 
invested in my crop and my 
peanuts were out there drying 
up-due-to a lack of moisture.’ 

Many other Alabama peanut 
producers decided to irrigate, 
too. Others wish they had--so 
do their bankers and lending 
agencies. Reports from irri- 
gation rig dealers throughout 
the area show that many grow- 
ers are getting interested in 
irrigation equipment. If the 
number of questions being asked 
is any indication, many farmers 


will be buying and installing - 


rigs this winter. 

* Normally it takes four to 
six years to pay for an irri- 
gation rig. But some growers 
report that they were able to 
pay off their systems in 1976 
with the extra peanut yield they 
made by being able to water 
their crop when it needed mois- 
ture badly. 

, Hayes first thought about 
installing a center pivot system.

Hayes commented, ‘I irri- 
gated my corn. three times 
during June. Then during Ju- 
ly, I alternated using my rig 
on peanuts and corn. By Au- 
gust, the corn was mature and 
I irrigated my peanuts only. 

‘We would have been up the 
creek without a paddle last year 
without irrigation,’ Hayes said. 
‘I doubt that our corn would 
have made more than 30 bushebs 
an acre. With irrigation, we 
made 100 bushels. Our pea- 
huts averages about 800 pounds 
an acre more than our neigh- 
bors’ who didn’t irrigate.’ 

Hayes has his own ideas 

about when to irrigate. He 
explained, ‘We start running our 
irrigation rig about noon each 
day and keep it going until 
about 8 p.m. that night. Then 
in the morning we move the 
rig to another field. I! feel 
that we get more benefits from 
water put on in the afternoon 
than moisture put out in the 
morning.’

In discussing thts question, 
I recalled reading that pregc- 
cupation with the experience of 
getting high is-the initial and 
continuing hallmark of any ki 
of alcohol dependency. A pre: 
occupation with alcohol is a 
characteristic that all al- 


cohalics have in common 
whether they are 18 or 68 
years of age. i 

In my association with re- 
coverying alcholics, I find that 
invariably when they try tothink 
back to the time before their 
drinking got out of hand, they 
make statements such as, 
‘Well, almost from the first 
I liked what alcohol did for 
me and looked forward to’ 
those occasions when I could 
drink;’’ Or, ‘‘the weekends were 
always my best time because 
then I could drink.’’ Or, ‘‘the 
first thing I ‘did when I got in 
from work, even before I 
spoke to anyone or pulled my 
coat off was to mix a drink.”’ 

All of these statements show 
a preoccupation with drinking. 
And all of them were made 
about a time in the alcoholic’s 
life before drinking caused real 
problems, 

The following story told 
by a recovering alcoholic is 
good to point up this preoc- 
cupation he had with drinking’ 
long before he got into rea 
trouble. " 

“It was customary from 
the beginning of my married 
life to have cocktails with my. 
wife or friends after work 
each day. I was always aware 
that I looked forward to this 
time of the day. But then, who 
doesn’t? Usually people are 
glad when work time is over, 
whether or not they drink.’ 

‘Later, though, I began 
getting irritated if anything in- 
terfered with my cocktail hour, 
If my wife had a club: 
meeting or there was some- 
thing to do for the children 
and dinner had to be served 
early, I would get upset -- 
always claiming that I could 
not eat that early or that I 
wasn’t hungry. In reality, what 
I was upset about was that 
when dinner was served early, 
it gave me less time to drink.’’ 


“Tl remember particularly 
one night when we had planned 
to to to a movie that I very 
much wanted to see. When I 
got home, my wife was already 
dressed to go. The movie was 
a long one and she had decided 
that we should eat a sandwich 
and catch the early show. I 
was furious, ‘No time to re- 
lax,’ I said. ‘Couldn’t live on 
sandwiches,‘ I said. I said ev- 
erything except the truth. I 
did not want to go to the movie 
if it interfered with my drink- 
ing. We went to that movie 
had looked forward to seeing: 
I was cold sober and mis- 
erable."’ 

/‘More and more I arranged 
my life around my drinking. 
I ‘did ‘almost nothing unless 
drinking was involved. Yet at
